Under his guid- 
ance the plays were executed with 
snap and precision. The players 
moved in unison and there was & 
certain rhythm to the general style 
of Minnesota's offensive play which 
brought praise from even Gopher 
opponents.

They not only had | 
power, but some of the men could 
skirt the ends with terrific speed, 
while the backs could drive into 
the line or smash off the tackies 
in a spectacular manner. 

In 1903, when Michigan was rep- 
resented by a powerful team and 
Minnesota placed one of its really | 
good elevens on the field, these | 
great machines battled to a tie in 
what is still said to be one of the 
greatest games ever played on his- | 
toric ‘Northrup Field. Both elev- | 
ens were composed of the best | 
players of their day and that strug- 
gle ig still fresh in the mem- 
ories of those who had the good | 
fortune to see it. 

While the general run of Minne- 
sota players was of the larger 
type, some of smaller stature won 
their spurs while competing under 
Gopher colors. Among these was 
Johnny McGovern, a wonderful 
warrior, who u chosen as the best 
player in Minnesota football his- 
tory. In his. day Johnny was 


best in the West in executing the 
quarterback sneak. It was this 
play which gained many a first 
down for Minnesota when small 
yardage was needed on fourth 
downs. McGovern simply received 
the ball from the center, who 
charged forward. McGovern either 
delayed a moment or followed the 
pivot man through, with the en- 
tire Minnesota line charging for- 
ward or either guard making «a 
hole for the quarterback. Me- 
Govern worked this play continua!- 
ly until the Michigan team, led by 
Capt, Albert Benbrook, not only 
stopped Johnny's saneaks but de- 
feated Minnesota when all indica- 
tions pointed to a Gopher victory. 


DANGEROUS IN OPEN 

McGovern Was « sure catcher of 
kicks and a very dangerous man in 
the open. He was fast, a clever 
dodger, and gathered speed quick- 
ly. He appeared at all times to 
have absolute confidence in every 
move he made and he continually 
urged his teammates to greater ef- 
forts. He was also a field goal 
kicker and punter, while his de- 
fensive qualifications were in ac- 
cord with his offensive ability⸗ 
Johnny was placed on the Au- 
American team of 1909. 

Minnesota, however, boasts 
other great warriors who 
their supporters whenever 
greatest Gopher player 
tioned.

In such formations the linemen 
who are back of the line for the 
purpose of shifting to either side 
of the ball to form an unbalanced 
line should be in such a position 
that not more than three steps or 
two steps and a jump will bring 
them into their shifted positions on 
the line. In shift plays, quickness 
in shifting into position ts the main 
factor in the success of the plays 

Therefore the players shift- 
ing should be in such a position 
that they can quickly jump into 
the different formations. The next 


these shifts is for the ball to be 
put into play the instant the shift 
has been completed.

The Imperial Valley was born of imagina- 
tive private enterprise. Under its agrees 
sive management and stimulating influence 
there was attracted to the desert as sturdy 


an unusually high order of intelligence. 
Such was the fascination and romance of 
the adventure that in the early days it was 
no uncommon thing to find men and women 
of world-wide travel and culture occupying 
the tent shelters of their “half sections.” 
Almost any neighborhood could have or- 
ganized its university club and Emerson 
and Shakespeare were no strangers in 
shacks guiltless of bathtubs.

Mme. Matzenauer Tells 


Requisites for Keeping 
V oice in Condition |

lations, according to Mme. Mar- 
garet Matsenauer, the celebrated 
singer, who is in Los Angeles for 
a concert engagement. 

The noted star is here with her 
small daughter, Adrienne, and is 
stopping at the Ambassador Hotel. 
She will be heard tonight in an

“I dave always been greatly in | 
favor of opera in English,” said 


the famous singer. “During the 
war we sang all the German 
operas in English. Some of the 
transiations were iserable, and 
then the performance suffered 


terribly. 
“Mr. Krehbiel made some won- 
derful translations; those of the

Wagnerian operas which he wrote 
are accepted to be the best. 

“Paris has German opera in 
French; the La Scala at Milan has 
all ite Wagner in italian, and the 
Germans do not listen to French 
or Italian. America, and Anvreri- 
ca only, listens to opera after op- 
era in the languages in which they 
were written. 

“While there is much to be said 

in favor of singing opera in the 
languagé of the composer and li- 
brettist, at the same time it is ab- 
surd to suppose that Americans 
really enjoy music-dramas in lan- 
guages which they cannot under- 
stand. Of course, many of them 
have studied the languages and 
speak them fluentiy, but many of 
hem have not. 
’ “During the war most of the 
German singers were dismissed. 1 
was one of the few who could sing 
easily in English and 1 was the 
frst singer who had memorized 
all the great parts in English. It 
makes little difference now which 
language I use, but l am most cer- 
tainly in favor of opera in En- 
glish in America. Of course—with 
ood translations 
“I think the program this eve- 
ning is exceptionally interesting, 
and I must say that I am proud to 
sing here again this season; KM is 
my third annual successive ap- 
pearance with the orchestra! 

Speaking of vocal art Mme. Mat- 

auer said: 
The three thingg which a singer 
most needs — fresh air, 

shine end cold water. 
he oice is only delicate if 
you make it delicate. It should 
really be able to withstand ord- 
nary atmospheres and changes of 
climate without being eeriously at- 
fected. 

„Every singer should spend some 
time each day out of doors in a 
healthful exercise, such as golfing, 
swimming, hiking or mountain- 
climbing. where any of these 
things are at all popular. 

Mme. Matzenauer’s small daugh- 
ter takes after her mother, and is 
apparently fond of much the same 
things. She accompanied her 
mother to Europe this summer, 
where the two spent a vacation of 
rowing, mountain-climbing, swim- 
ming and visiting resorts in France, 
Italy, Switzerland and other coun- 
tries.

His next process was to select 
the grade of ink used on the gov- 
ernment money and mix it with 
precision.

Needless 
to say, the printing was done with 
minute care,

put in, and this had to be done 
with great exactness. Anyone who 
has tried to do good work with a 
rubber stamp will understand why 
even the most careful counterfeit- 
ers slip up at this point.

rarely turn up a steel-engraved 
counterfeit today, however. 

Photoengraving has been adopt- 
ed by the crooks so successfully 
that more than $100,000 of their 
products are passed on the gullible 
annually. 

Instead of drawing the bill on a 
steel plate, the photoengraver 
takes a very fine photograph of 
it, has a halftone made and prints 
the result on paper which he has 
doctored up just the same ae the 
old-timer did. The seal will not 
photograph, so it has to be touched 
up, or filled in by hand. 

While the photoengraver crim- 
inal can turn out bogus coins much 
more rapidly than the steel en- 
graver, his product is not so good 
and he falls to develop the fine 
lines and shadows that the govern- 
ment experts put on the genuine.
